On. Friday evening, if the weather is fine, it may be ex- 
pected that many thousands will throng the playground to 
witness the fireworks displays which have long been asso- 
ciated with this Borough in the observance of Independence 
Day.

stake, and who followed their inspired leadership in a mnnner 
which has made the American struggle for freedom one of 
the most glorious narratives in all human experience. 

So then, as the citizens assemble Friday evening the oc- 
casion will be regarded as a great deal more than a mere 
"fireworks show," for as the rockets burst in the air and the 
myriad shells adorn the summer skies in far-flung design 
and gorgeous array, the unbroken link with the illustrious 
auspices of the Nation's Birth is bound to be renewed in 
precious memory and man's inalienable rights to Life, Lib- 
erty and Pursuit of Happiness shall be cherished in devout 
manner as direct gifts from God, not to be diminished nor 
destroyed no matter what force of evil comes to assail them.
